Ago To-day 


r is UNFORTUNATE THE IMPERIAL 

Economic Conference which wa» to have been 
held in Ottawa in the fall of this year hat had to 
bcposiposied on account of certain circunutancee which 
could not be foreaeen when the adjournment wat 
^ taken in London lait autumn. Both Australia and 
New Zealand are facing election campaigni and 
neither Dominion it in a position to appoint delegates 
■I this stage. South Africa was ready to take part 
in the conference, but the, at is only natural, thinks 
it much better to postpone the gathering until all the 
British countries are able to send representatives. 
Early next year, perhaps, this will be possible. 

At far at Canada and the Antipodean Dominions 
are concerned, the postponement of the conference 
should not matter a very great deal. A new treaty 
between this country and Australia hat been signed 
at Ottawa and Canberra, and it it hoped that under 
the arrangement trade will expand. In the cate of 
New Zealand, however, the circumstances are quits 
different. That Dominion is resentful of the attitude 
which Canada has adopted toward her in virtually 
closing this country's market to her dairy products. 
She hat retaliated by removing the tariff preference 
which Canadian goods have enjoyed for more than 
a quarter of a century. An unfortunate situation thus 
exists which should be corrected without delay. The 
Canadian Minister of Trade and Commerce. Mr. 
Stevens, hat announced that he realizes how desirable 
and necessary it is to discuss the whole question with 
the southern Dominion, while the New Zealand gov- 
eminent likewise hat announced its willingness to 
negotiate. 

It it generally recognized that no time should be 
lost, in restoring the market for Canadian goods in 
New Zealand. Both Dominions are suffering from 
the effects of recent policies. New Zealand butter 
has been almost entirely barred by thu country with 
an eight-cent custom, duty. Canada hat lost a ftve-mil- 
lion-dollar automobile business as a result, and further 
retaliation by New Zealand a week ago will mean an 
additional decline in sales to that Dominion of Cana¬ 
dian goods. Happily the disabilities of this situation 
are to apparent that both countries ought to take the 
first opportunity of correcting it. As toon as Mr. 
Stevens hat sufficiently regained his strength after hit 
serious illness he could not serve Canada better then 
by taking a trip across the Pacific to consult with the 
New Zealand government on the subject of a new 
treaty.
